Every body is familiar with those bril- 
liant, quaint pictures of in-ects, birds 
and fijwers, painted upon a thick, soft 
tianslucent material we have always 
called ' 4 rice paper." This is not made 
of rice. It is the thin s'ices of the pith 
of a plant or tree of the' |- Aralia" family 
—the fatsvi pnpy rifera ol modern botan- 
ists. The tree grows about 20 feet high 
and its pith is an extensive article of 
commerce in China, for it ia used in the 
manufacture of many articles, especially 
toys and artificial fl »wers. The cylin- 
ders ot pith exposed on removing the 
bark and woody fiber are rarely an inch 
and a half in diameter, and aa the sub> 
stance is delicate and tender rare skill 
and practice are required to cut the 
whole stick lrom circumference to center 
into one continuous sheet. A long, 
thin, very sharp knife is used for thia 
operation. The largeat sheets that can

One of the most interesting things to 
see in China ia the daily flower fair in a 
certain street in Pekin. Stretching 
along the narrow atreet for more than 
halt a mile is a grand exposition of pith, 
paper and silk flowers Foreigners stand 
fascnated be.'ore the atands watching the 
skill of the fl >wer- makers. Each one ia 
provided with an assortment of pincers, 
some wire, a pot of glue, knives and 
some pith paper of many hues. In a 
short time, while his deft fingers move 
with bewildering rapidity, he will coun- 
tered the dahlia, aater, rose, or what 
ever real flower lie- before him for a 
model. His skill in cutting leaf, calyx 
and petals is equalled only bv his mar- 
velous eye for delicate differences of 
tint. Here th« peddlers get their sup- 
plies for the day. It is astonishing to 
see how fond the people are of these 
beautiful counterfeits of nature. The 
Chinese women wear no bonnets or hits, 
but do their hair up in elaborate fashions 
and wear flowers instead In sona^ 
parts ot the kinedom you may know if a 
woman be maid, widow or matron by tbe 
color of tbe flowers she wears in her 
hair. The parasol, where tbe women 
wear no hats, is of conrsejan indispensable 
article for any out-door excursion, and 
the whole family of parasols and umbrel- 
las in China is a marvel. They are gen- 
erally made of silk or paper and are often 
chef (Ptruvret of art.

A New York correspondent of the 
Indianapolis Journal gives the following 
interesting reminiscence of the late John 
Ptiasoix— Lieutenant Derby, of the LT. 
States army. 

When Frank Pierce was President, 
Jeff. Divis, thea sacretary of war, is- 
sued a general invitation to officers o: 
the army who were skillful draughti- 
men to send in suggestions for the uew 
uniform which it had been decided to 
auopt. One such invitation was sent to 
each Officer. - Lieutenant Derby was 
verv ready with his pen— a really inge-

form — or rather a peculiar 

the old uniform— the amendment con- 
sisting merely of a ring attached to the 
t>eat ot the trousers of each private sol* 
dier. Each officer was to carry, instead 
of a sword, a long pole, with a hook in 
the end like a shepherd's crook. Th e 
pole and the ring enabled officers to keep 
the privates from running away in battle. 
Fugitives could easily be caught by it 
aud brought back. Stragglers could be 
kept in line. Moreover, the ring would 
be very useful in the cavalry service to 
lasteu soldiers to the saddle to prevent 
them from falling off ; and in the artil- 
lery service the rings were to be u-ed for 
draught purposes in the absence o! 
mules. 

These specifications were aecomrauied 
by the most grotesques pictures, repres- 
euting officers hauling back cowardly 
recruits by the serviceable riug, cavalry 
securely fastened to the top of their 
steeds by the same device, and artillery- 
men harnessed to cannon, drawing them 
through narrow defiles, or up an acclivity 
iuacce-sible to mules by cables attacned 
to the posterior staples. 

On auother sheet of bristcl-board was 
an illustration in gaudy colors ot -4 Der- 
by's Rotary Mule Howitzer," accom- 
panied by the following description : 
" Ucx*l. the back of a youug and vigilant 
mule, strap a mountain howitzer, the 
muzzle pointing toward the tail. A 
similar piece of ordinance is fastened 
with iron bands under the animal's ab 
domen, the muzzle aimed between his 
forelegs to the front. There are four 
gunners, two to each piece, and a " per- 
suader," as he is called, whose business 
it is to persuade the mule to stand firm 
and not retreat, by stuffing him with 
oats, after each diecharge, with a tin 
sausage-atufler. When Indiana, or other 
<i legitimate game, appear in view, the 
mule ia, by a crank movement on the 
tail, limbered to the front. It don't 
matter which way the mule face, (and 
here ia where my patent comes in), one 
gun is always pointing towards the front. 
At the command ' Fire ! ' the top howit- 
zer ia discharged. The rectal throws the 
mule oh his back, bringing the second 
gun into position. This is discharged, 
which suddenly throws the male to his 
feet again, when tbe gunners swab out 
the mule's throat with hay andfreload." 
The accompanying illustrations (in 
brown, red, blue and gold, and atill on 
file in tbe War department) represented 
the rotary mule in seven different atti- 
tudes, looking contented and happy all 
the time. 

Thia was felt to be outrageous auda- 
city on the part ot a subaltern. Tne 
clerks in the war department laughed at 
the funny letter immoderately, but their 
superiors looked serious. Jefferscn Davis, 
the head of the department, waa terribly 
indignant, and he resolved to defend his 
wounded dignity. Charges and specifica 
tions were drawn up against Lieutenant 
Derby, and the officers were sctually 
i.amed for hia court, mart! ai, when Wm. 
L Marcy, "secretary of state, said to the 
irate secretary : 44 Now, see here, Gen. 
Davis ; dt n't do it. This Derby has un- 
doubtedly a superfluous development of 
humor. But he is shrewd and ingenious, 
and really a fine draughtsman. He has 
valuable qualities. You can organize a 
court that will convict him, but you will 
be a butt of ridicule on account of it all 
your life. Better file the suggestions of 
the crookoand-ring and the lively rotary 
mule, and say nothing." And he did.

blood and birth as the arch of the instep 
under which water flows without wetting 
the foot; and every one knows how 
Pauliufl Bonaparte's large ears gave her 
more torment than her beauty did 
pleasure 

The Turkish lady stains ber teeth 
black ; the Frank n gards it as one of the 
last woe* that can befall her when time 
and decay do aa much for hers. Certain 
of the Airican savages either file theirs 
closely down or else into horrible and 
fanttatic shapes. Just as much differ* 
ence, too, exists in relation to 'ha accept- 
ed beauty of figure, for while the Frank 
may iace to the iaat catching of the breath 
it inclined to too much emDonpoint, or 
guch is her idea of grace and lovelinesa> 
the lady who aspires to a high place in 
the Turkish seraglio stuffs herself till ahe 
is rollicg in folds of fat ; and where the 
Europeans admire the straight and su- 
perb posture ot the \p«llo,c?rtain savages 
bend the limb i of their babies to make 
them bandy-legged. 

In fact, it would bd hard to establish 
any standard of beauty for the whole 
world and call it fixed.

zontal plank, making the sides two inches^ 
thick (double and crossed); the outside 
joints of the perpendicular outside plank 
is broken by nailingon strips ot plank all 
around four inches wide and threei»!ourtu» 
of an inch thick ; this, with an ordinary 
roof of shingles or tin (shingles the best), 
make a smoke-honse, or any other house,

Glucose Honey. 

eVientitft American. 

For a long time strained honey has 
been so largely adulterated with glucose> 
that the intelligent buyers are very shy 
»( honey in that state. Honey in the 
comb, however, eaaecially if the comb is 
i lean and whits, disarms suspicion, 
thoigh it is well known that respectable 
giocers are accustomed to surround 
comb honey in jars with clear honey 
mixed with a email percentage of glu- 
coie to prevent the gianulation which 
occurs in pure honey exposed to the 
light. One does not object to the use of 
little glucose for such a purpose, 
though the preserving sweet is worth 
in market only one-tenth as much as the 
sweets preserved. It is a very different 
matter, however, when the comb itself is 
filled with glucose, and the frudulent 
substance is sold as genuine honey. 

Mr. J. Hasbrouck writes to the Bee 
Keeper's Magazine that his attention 
was lately called to some fine-looking 
combghoney sold by a grocer in Wil- 
liamsburg. He bought some of it at 
twenty-five cents a p>und. It was very 
white, put up in the neatest possible box, 
and was altogether the finest looking 
honey he had seen this season. It had a 
nice flavor of pennyroyal, and was so 
unlike glucose that he decided that his 
friend's suspicions were wrong, aui that 
it really was honey. It was placed on 
the tea table with some clover honey, 
and although his family all preferred the 
comb on account of its fine appearance, 
the unanimous decision after taring was 
that the honey was not good. It was 
then thoroughly analyzed, and found to 
be "simply glucose diluted with water 
and flavored." Mr. Hasbrouck carried 
'a sample to New York, and veterans in 
the honey almost invariably pronounced 
it splendid honey until they saw it 
t sated .

We once heard of a family who spent 
their summer evenings at the front door, 
making remarks about people who 
passed. The spirit of criticism and gos- 
sip so laid hold of them that when win- 
ter came they could hsrdly stay away 
from the parlor windows, and usually 
posted one of their children to report 
when anyone was coming. The signal 
brought the mother and daughter away 
from the midst of pressing care. Brooms 
were dropped, hands taken from the half 
kneaded dough, dinners were allowed to 
burn aud babies to cry — everything was 
given up for the time Iteing rather than 
miss the sight of a neighbor, aud know 
for a certainty how she walked and whaL 
she had on. The disposition to do this 
seemed to be a hereditary trait, which 
was likely to grow stronger from the tact 
that it was so assiduously cultivated. 
The grandmother was reported to know 
more about other people's business than 
anybody else, and the little ones of the 
third generation, before they had reached 
the first decade of their years, had 
learned to look into windows, construct 
stories out of limited material, and even 
invent them without any foundation. 
People werea little shy of the connection 
and were careful how they spoke even 
in the presence of the old lady's grand- 
children. Anything said by a member 
of that family was received with smrr 
grains of allowance. 

The mischievous girls of the towu 
amused themselves by watching this 
propensity. They would divide them- 
selves into tquads, one of which would 
call, and allow the other to pass, t» see 
what remark would be made. Then 
those who had passed would .eturn and 
stop, and allow the first party lo leave, 
affording an oppottunity for criticism 
upon them. Then there would be a 
comparing of notes, and a "call alto- 
gether," just to note how serene hyf>oc- 
risy could be. 

There was not, there could not be. any 
confidence in those people. They were 
insincere, and everybody knew it. Even 
the proflers of kindness they made in 
cases of domestic affliction and distres- 
were not accepted, when it could be 
helped; for there was a constant dread 
that the sanctities of the sick-chamber 
would be violated, and family affairs not 
only exposed, but misconstrued and ex 
aggregated, so as to be productive of 
false and unpleasant impressions. 

No one feels safe in the presence of 
such persons. Even though people may 
never think ot believing what they say, 
they are a disturbing element in any 
community, and every true person 
dreads them as the coils of a viper, even 
though the bite may have been rendered 
harmless. Falsehood is loathsome and 
a relief is felt when men get away 
from it. 

It is needless to say that such persons 
are more open to criticism than anyone 
else, and that the faults and foibles 
they charge upon others are the best 
indicators of their own besetting sins 
f he philosophy of Pharisteism is as 
patent now as it was in the days ot our 
Savior upon earth. Uncharitable re- 
marks about the character or conduct of 
others, or even at mi . their dreas or taste 
— words often so nnkind end wounding 
—might, in ninety-nine esses out of a 
hundred, be applied with more justice 
to the person uttering them than 
to those in regard to whom they are

Lieut. A. W. Vogels contributes some 
notes ou a lost race of this continent, to 
the January number of the Naturalist, 
basing his remarks on the discoveries 
made in tbe mounds at Tampa, Fla 
Excavation of the Fort Brook mound 
revealed the position of the original fire- 
places, and a large proportion of the 
animal remains consisted of human 
bones, the larger of which were charred 
and split. The human bones were inter- 
mixed with the bones of the dog and 
the deer, with burned oyster shells acd 
portion oi the shells ot the common 
edible :ea-crab. The race was undoubt- 
edly a cann'-bal one, and the explorers 
bad evidently come on the debris ot the 
kitcht n. The pottery and implements 
found were of a very primitive kind, and 
indicated only a low stage of civilizi 
tion. From what had been gleaned re 
apecting this lost race, the author infers 
that the habits, ceremoniej, and man- 
ners of interment were parallel with 
those of the ancient Danes, who con» 
structed artificial mounds for the sepul-
